These and many other similar 


incidents of late seem to suggcst 
-that’ shareholders are beginning to 
wake up to the facts, first, that 


they have some rights, ‘and second, 
that’ directors have some respon: 
sibilitics. In this-connection it is 
interesting to ‘note that the new 
Companies Act, which come into 
fores in Great Britain last month, 
contains many of the reforms first 
enacted by last year's statute, only 
twor sections of which ever became 
operative. The interesting point 
about this new law is whether these 
reforms give the public better pro- 
‘tection as sharcholders, from fraud 
by directors and promoters, It may 
be observed at the otitset that ito 
Act of Parliament can direetly pre- 
yent rogues entrusted with money 
from embezzling it, whether they 
are trustees, agents, solicitors, stock- 
‘brokers, or gompany.directors. The 
law can only punish the wrong-doer 
after he has committed his offence, 
and, .to some extent, prevent rascals 
from obtaining money by false pre- 
tences.” This is done in respect of 
public" companies bythe require- 
ment of a prospectus, in which: cer- 
tain statements of fact are compul- 
sory, directors being fully liable 
for their -truth, unless they can 
show ‘positively that. they have had 
good: reason to believe a false state- 
ment, This requirement, being an 
‘awkward one for sWindlers, has 
hitherto been ‘evaded at. home in to 
ways: (1) House-to-house share- 
hawking or | pushing, made illegal 
about o yenr ago; and (2) ‘‘ offers 
for sale’ of sharcs already issued, 
but merely to” the promoter’s.

In framing new rules for deter- 
mining lond-lines the Committed 
state that their main endeavour 
had. been. to’ simplify the structure 
and-arrangement-of-the-rules.so ne. 
to facilitate their application, to 
provide equitable treatment for dif- 
ferent types of ships, and to avoid 
the anomalies’ ‘and. inequalities 
which exist in tHe present rules. 

With regard to ships, carrying 
timber deck cargoes, the Com- 
mittee state: ‘It cannot be said 
that the restrictions imposed by 
British laws have at ‘any time work- 
They have un, 
‘doubtedly linrited, especially since 
the beginning of the present cen- 
tury, the employment of British 
shipping in the timber trade to 
this country aid have discouraged 
the building of steamers ‘specially 
suitable for the trade. The condi- 
tions imposed by, the regulations 


bcreate anomalies which bring them 


into disrepute.’?. They , recommend 
that now legislation should be pass- 


ed empowering the Board of Trade 


to make regulations for the earri- 
age of timber deck cargoes and to 
modify them, due regard being 
paid to any representations made 
by the interests concerned. They 
further recommend. that these new 
regulations should apply. to’.’all 
ships carrying timber deck cargoes 


‘when engaged on any voyage, ‘at
